7 • The cell culture carrier as claimed In claim 1 , wherein 
the tissue section is treated with an antibody or a nucleic acid 
probe capable of binding a physio logically -active agent to 
thereby introduce an exogenous physiologically -active agent 
into a specific site of the section*

the tieeue section ie biologically treated with enzyme or the 
like or chamically treated with acid, alkali « aurfactant or the 
like to thereby change or modify the constituent componenta 
and/or the micros true ture of the tissue section* 

9. The cell culture carrier as claimed in claim 1, for 
which the tissue to be sectioned is previously frozen, or embedded 
by freezina# or embedded in paraffin or resin. 

10. The cell culture carrier as claimed in claim 1, for 
which the tissue is derived from animals or plants* 

11. The cell culture carrier as claimed in claim 10, for 
which the tissue is derived from m<uiuMls • 



which the tissue is derived from a part or all of an unborn animal 
living in its mother during the developmental stage. 

13, The cell culture carrier aa claimed in claim 1, for 
wbiciK the tissue Is derived from a part or all of a bom animal. 

14* A method of cell culture, which coivpriaes fitting 
the cell culture carrier of any of claims 1 to 13 in a culture 
vessel, and culturing animal cells therein. 

15 . The cell culture method aa claimed in claim 14 , wherein 
animal cell suspensions, tissue explants, blastocysts, or 
three -dimensionallyreconstructedmulticellularavgregates are 
seeded on the carrier to start the culture of the animal cells 
thereon .

17. The cell culturemethodas claimed inclaisil6, wherein 
the section or the section -derived tissue with th« proliferated 
cells is, after peeled from the support, further cultured to 
thereby form three-dimensional multicellular aggrregates that
